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GUIDANCE SERVICES 



Guidance incorporates a number of different services which are offered here at North 
Scott and are available to each and every student. Two faculty members are responsible for 
carrying out these services. They are Mrs. Amelia Thiede and Mr. Donald Anderson. One of 
the services of the Guidance Department is counseling, and this activity occupies the greatest 
amount of the counselor's time. Conferences with individual students usually deal with problems 
or questions concerning educational or vocational plans and personal relationships. The counselors 
are available for interviews whenever the students so desire. When discussing educational and 
occupational plans, reference is made to the collection of college and trade school catalogs and the 
occupational information files. 

The other phases of the guidance program include assisting in the orientation of new students 
and the organizing of an adequate testing program. A follow-up program of graduates and drop- 
outs result in a constant evaluation of the total school curriculum and is also a guidance function.
